The SaprtM Soviet Latvian SSB, In a 10 February 19*9 ukase, ordered 
all direct oon toots t o be j cpntlanie d between government organizations In 
Latvia and foreign diplomatic andeonauLtr representatives . This step has 
Been token in conjunction with the 16 December 19*7 ukase or the presidium 
of the Sapreas Soviet USSR "Concerning relatlc sets between State establlsh- 
msats of the USSR and their officials, and establishments and officials of 
foreign states c" 

According to the Latvian abase, all relations between Latvian officials 
or organizations and foreign officials or organisations most be carried on 
through the Ministry of Foreign Affairs Latvian SSB, unless otherwise pro- 
vided by lav. International agreement, or by special authorisation of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs Latvian SSR or the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 


The following organisations are p ermitted , within the Units of their 
usual functions, to provide services to foreign representative# : post and 
telegraph offices, railroad, olty, water, and air transport servlets, eras tens 
offices, militia, notary offices, house administration trr foreigners * resi- 
dences, fire and medical emergency services, service stations, savings banks, 
and establishments such as bookstore*, restaurants, cultural argaai let loos, 
theaters, eneeuas, exhibitions, and information offices. 

The ukase wax signed by A. Klrkhenshteyn, chairman, and E. Oaylis, 
secretary of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet Latvian 883.

Hot 
more than 50 or 60 hare© “drawn carts are sent into the voode for tinier 
hauling. Automobile tmsjpcrt is not at ell* for timber 

hauling is constantly underfulfilled. Out cf 8<,6CA ©ubls asters of cut 
t imb er, only 3,022 cubic meters isre bees, hauled away. 

A number of kulaks la the Sailteae region persistently refuse to haul 
timber. Instead of forcing the saboteur e to comply, the village soviet 
tries to use persuasion, gprodls* ehairma of the volost * executive ocaaait- 
tee, is aware of these disturbing facte y but hs.B taken no decisive saee, cures . 
Until now, acne of the saboteurs has been held legally responsible . About 
100 farms la the volost* have not yet started timber hauling. 

Telgava Uyesd is also behind schedule la hauling. The seasonal plan 
has been only 60 percent filled. Sleysiaya Volost*, la particular, has ©cm- 
c«ly cm third of the plan. Very few peasants la thia rolost* take 
part in baalircg. The volost * Party eewaittee sad volost ’ executive ooMittee 
are doing nothing to improve th^ situation. Saboteurs in the Sleysksya Volost* 
ere free to do as they please, as so one bothers them. Out of 350 individual 
tixm, only 30 take part, amd no one really knows how these 30 farmers are 
working.
